Threshers and Weed 
Seeds 


During the present year much 
atrention has been given to the 
problem of noxious weeds by 
farmers and others interested in 
agriculture. In this district the 
Rural Municipality has appoint- 
ed five weed insbectors and they 
have done much good work this 
summer in making omners of 
farms where weeds are to be found 
clean up the weeds, and thus 
help themselves and protect their 
neighbors. Experience of other 
districts has shown that where 
weeds get a good hold they area 
menace to prosperity of the whole 
community, and every farmer 
should do his best, for the sake 
of himself and of the community 
oi which he ts a part, to eradicate 
the weeds, 

It issomewhat discreditable to 
the town of Strathmore tnat there 
are more weeds to be found with- 
in the town limits than anywhere 
throughout the countryside. They 
issued a notice to owners of lots 
to destroy the weeds on their 
places, .ut have notenforced a 
penalty on those who did not 
obey the notice, which comprises 
the majority. On the borders of 
their oWn streets and lanes the 
weeds have flourished abundantly 
!withont anything being done to 
check them, and with the high 
winds of the past ten days they 
are being distributed far and wide 
all over the district 

During the threshing season 
much can be done to cut down 
next year's crop of weeds, and 
the following letter, Which is be- 
ing addressed by the Department 
of Agriculture to every thresher- 
man thronghout the district, 
should also be of interest to the 
farmers, who willbe able to ob- 
serve any infraction of the ordin- 
ance:

Edmonton, August 3oth, 1913. 
Dear Sir,— 
It is the complaint of a great 


many farmers in this province that 
the threshing machines are doing 
more to spread noxious weeds than 
any other agency known to 
them and that sections 16, 17 and 
18 ot the Noxious Weeds Act 
should be strictly enforced.

SEASONABLE LIGHTNING ADVICE 


Precautions ror Safety Urged by 
Lightning Rod Expert 

| The question of personal safety dur- | 
ing a thuadersiorm is perhaps the 
Most interesting to the majority of 
people. if in a building wi.ch is isu- 
jated in the open country, or is high.r 
than surrounding buildings in a group 
avoid caimneys or other flues, open 
| Windows or draughts, especally waria 
currents of air, directly below a high 
[tower or flag pole, peak or angle of 
the structure. Keep away from over- 
head wires entering a bui ding, al- 
| though these are generally protected 
| by ligatning arresters, the current is 
not aiways arrested. 
; if in the open, avoid trees, wire 
fences or poles, anu if yor. happ.n 
‘to be the most prominent object in 
the landscape, as in au open field or 
on a beach, do not raise a steel rod 
; umbrella or in fact any umbrella, as 
j}you may become a living lightning rod 
without an approved ground connect- 
ion If you should happen to be 
caught in such an open space with 
lightning discharges coming very close 
as may be determined by the lessening 
intervals between Sasi. and report, it 
is better to lie flat or the ground and 
risk a soak'ng than to offer . possible 
path for a discharge. The reason for 
this is that the body being warm, of- 
fers a better conductor tha, the sur- 
rounding air, and but a few feet rise 
is necessary to attract lightning on 
flat ground 

Question~ as to the action of light- 
ning in striking a building are fre 
quently asked and are somewhat diffi- 
cut to answer without go.ng into a 
lengthy discussion of the various kinds 
of discharges and other matters of a 
more or less technical nature. Let 
us, howev take the most frequent 
case, that of the ordinary forked 
lightning, as seen at a distance which 

clase range becomes the blinding 
flasi., with the acconipanying instan- 
taneous crash, often causitg disas- 
trous results to life anc property. This 
discharge is caused by a difference of 
poten ‘al between earth and cloud. The 
one is heavily charged with positive 
electricity, the other 
with the air between acting as an in- 
sulator. If the air is sufficient to 
keep apart the two currents, no dis- 
charge will take place except from one 
cloud to another Now, as the storm 
moves on it comes closer to the earth 
or meets some object in its path 
which offers less resistance than the 
air—maybe a tree, pole, building, ete. 
The electrical pressure is so great 
that the slight decrease in resistance 
offered by ‘uch object is sufficient to 
cause the current to jump the inter 
vening space and e have the de- 
structive charge This explanation 
will be clearer to those who have 
seen the spark gap from coils used on 
automobiles 

Now let us 


assume that instead of 


the object before mentioned, such as 
a tree, pole, building, etc., we have a 
perfect conductor of e ricity, as a 


steel building, steel tower or pole in 
electr'cal contact with the earth; the 
current passes through this into the 
earth silently. the pressure is relieved 
and in the great majority of cases 
there is no violent or explosive dis- 
charge 

Here is where the function of the 
lightning rod appears, similar to pipes 
tapping the tank and drawing off the 
water before dangerous pressure is 
brought to bear on the tank. A pro- 
perly constructed lightning rod will, in 
the vast majority of cases, act in this 
manner by silently discharging the 
the current from cloud to earth, thus 
preventing the violent discharge 
which we call the thunderbolt
